San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 9.—The fate of 


the crew of the steamer whaler Navarch 
of New Bedford.ivhich was wrecked in the 
Arctic on August 11, is no longer in doubt. 
As is already known, the captain, his 
wife and the first and fourth officers, who 
succeeded in escaping from the vessel 
after 
she 
was caught 
in the ice, 


were picked up by the Unite J States 
revenue cutter Boar. The other thirty 
men on board the i)l-fa,ted vessel were 
supposed to have perished. 


The news of the death of these men and 


the rescue of the other 18 was brought to 
this city by P. M, Dias who was the third 
mate of the vessel and who came down 
on the steam whaler Bonanza from Point 
Barrow.

turned to his reading; onco more he 
looked up, with the same question on 
his lips. His sister broke in: "Why, 
really, John, it would seem as if you 
could not get on five minutes without 
your wife." 
"That's why I married 


her," he replied. 


The great German general 
Moltke 


married Miss Burt, a plain, not very 
cultivated girl, and lived most happily 
with her until her death, which took 
place on Christmas Eve, 1868. 
Very 


touching was his 
devotion 
to her 


memory. Upon his estate at Kreisau 
he built a mausoleum, situated on an 
eminence embowered in foliage. 
In 


front of the altar of this little chapel 
was placed the simple oak coffin, al- 
ways covered with leaves, in which the 
remains of his wife reposed. 
Sculp- 


tured in the apse was a finely carved 
figure of our Lord in an attitude of 
blessing. 
Above were inscribed the 


words "Love is the fulfilment of the 
law."—New York World.

llcficuccl from tile Stietfts of New York. 
The 
brilliant 
man, John 
Green 


Brady of Indiana, who has been ap- 
pointed Governor of Alaska, has had 
an interesting and romantic career. 
To the best of his knowledge he is a 
native of New York city. 
He never 


knew his parents nor the name they 
gave him. if any. He grew tip a ver- 
itable street arab in the utmost pov- 
erty. In I860 he was sent to Indiana 
with a car load of waifs as miserable 
as himself. 


The car reached Tipton, 
a county 


seat thirty miles north 
of Indiana, 


and a number of the youngsters were 
committed to tbe care of residents. 
Judge John Green, a prominent citi- 
zen ot the place, called for the "ugliest, 
raggedest, and most friendless." in the 
lot. "Jack," as he was 
afterward 


known, was promptly presented; and, 
at first, the Judge, appalled at so much 
misery in bulk, was inclined to go 
back en his demand, but finally took 
the lad home to Mrs. Green. She was 
out of patience with her husband for 
his action, but the absolute destitution 
of the boy appealed to her and she 
got down to the real boy by a process 
of thorough cleaning. 
After the ex- 


amination she thought she might learn 
to like him and Jack's new life began. 


He appreciated his home 
and 
the 


kindness of his benefactors, and dili- 
gently applied himself to study, prov- 
ing himself capable and efficient. A 
course at the public schools was fol- 
lowed by a year at Waveland Academy 
a well-known preparatory institution, 
and that by four years at Harvard. He 
had determined to be a preacher, and 
after he had been graduated at Cam- 
bridge he was sent by Judge Green to 
England to pursue 
his 
theological 


studies. 
Returning to Tipton in 187C, 


the next year he went to Alaska as a 
missionary under the auspices of the 
Presbyterian Church, and he has since 
remained there.

BRICK ALL RIGHT 


Tests Made by a Responsi- 


ble Philadelphia Firm 


Proves Them Good. 


OVER CONTRACT REQUIREMENTS 


They Stand' an 
Enormous Crushing 


Pressure. 
Show Great Hardness 


in the Abrasion Test and the 


Modulus of Rupture is 


Very High. 


The brick to be used in the paving of 


Main street has been tested and to the 
satisfaction of some and the chagrin of 
others they have been found all right. 
They are better than the specification 
calls for which is very satisfactory to the 
department of public works. 


The test was made by Lathbury & 


Spackman, 1019 Pilbut street, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. This firm is a responsible one 
and made the test for the city. The brick 
tested were taken from the lots delivered 
in this city and were taken at random 
from the piles. All the tests asked for 
were the breaking and the abrasion tests. 
The firm, however, tested' the brick for 
the crushing pressure. 
The city will 


make the absorption test itself. 


In the breaking test toe brick gave a 


modulus of rupture of 2,700.66. The con- 
tract requirements for this test were only 
1,800. It will be seen that the brick are 
far above the requirements. 


The crushing test gave the entirely 


satisfactory result of cmshing,at the very 
heavy pressure of 7,699 pounds to the 
square inch. 


The abrasion text was very satisfactory 


also. In the making of this test the brick 
are put into a rambler and.are subjected 
to the grinding power of other substances 
of required weight and hardness. The 
brick was kept in the ramble for 20 min- 
utes, and the result was a loss of ouly 5.59 
per cent. They were again submitted to 
this test, and 
the 
result was the 


loss of just 5.40 per cent. The brick 
then were tested twice and the fact that 
they stood it eo well show them to be of 
the very best aa far as it is possible to as- 
certain. The contract requirements ibr 
this test were 8 per cont. 


The brick are very much better than 


they could be and still pass the strictest 
requirements that cities demand.

TO-THE EDITOK OF THE TKANSCEIPT:— 


There are times when to plead ignorance 
is no sin. And last Wednesday at the 
county convention wasone of those times. 
I was a delegate for the first time to a 
county convention, and did uot know the 
routine of business and I presume the rest 
of the delegates fro7n your city \vere 
equally as ignorant as myself of the laws 
that govern such meetings.

I am told by a general in politics 
that if we had had a conference and ae- 
leoted a candidate, the rest of the county 
would have respected our wishes and 
voted for the one being the choice of the 
delegates in such district. 


But what was the use? The whole 


county had been worked for Mr. Saffbrd 
and his friends began to peddle his votes 
to the delegates that came in on the train 
on the Hoosatonic railroad.
